PROGRESSIVES PLAN 
TO FORCE CHANGES 
IN REVENUE BILL

W ashington, Oct. 6 
Republican p ro ­ 
gressives In the senate today took an 
upper hand in the tax fight and pre­ 
pared to force radical changes in the 
revenue hill as planned by adm inis­ 
tration leaders. 
This step was a result of a meeting 
last night of republicans of all shades 
opinions which was dominated by de­ 
term ined progressives at the home of 
Senator Capper, of Kansas, one of the 
leaders of tile agricultural “bloc.” 
The meeting w a s engineered by Sen­ 
ato rs McCormick and Kellogg, auxili­ 
ary adm inistration leaders, in an effort 
to prevent a coalition of progressives 
with democrats. 
Senator Lodge, republican leader, 
who was at the meeting, today re­ 
ported to Senator Penrose and Sena­ 
tor Watson who are handling the com­ 
mittee bill, he was convinced the bill 
should he amended along the line sug­ 
gested by the progressives.

slightly injured also have been re­ 
covered. 
Seventeen ('o arhe* Burned 
Seventeen coaches w ere burning and 
firemen, almost helpless, were cutting 
a hole through the roof of the tu n ­ 
nel trough the pavement of Rue de 
Rome, hoping to create un upward 
draft In order to allow the Hinok** and 
gas to escape. 
Both train* were filled 
with homeward bound com m uters and 
authorities say that anyone remaining 
in the tunnel I* almost certain to be 
dead. 
Trains .Slop in Tunnel 
The collision occurred 
when 
the 
5:52 train for the suburb, Mary-Le Roy 
crashed into the rear end of a train 
for Versailles, which left four minute* 
earlier on the Hume track, hut which 
stopped inside Hie tunnel for some un­ 
explained reason, 
Urie* for help and 
moans were audible at both ends of 
the tunnel. 
Trapped in Hurtling Breck 
It Is feared that those 
who 
were 
trapped in the burning wreckage may 
Bever he identified, a* they would sure­ 
ly be burned to a cinder Iii the intense 
heat, yet unreached by the firemen 
who were directing stream s of wuter 
from both ends of the tunnel, 
Explosions Marl Eire 
Later it was learned that the fire 
started by explosions of small illum ­ 
inating gas tank* in the coaches of 
the telescoped train. 
The train for 
Versailles bud stopped to 
repair 
u 
broken coupling, when the coll I si cm 
occurred. 
Hundred* of the injured 
were 
able 
to 
escape 
by 
running 
through tho (lurk tunnel 
along 
the 
track to both ends, Troops were call­ 
ed out immediately to surround the 
scene of the disaster. 
Total Dead HI 
At a late hour last night the total 
known dead numbered 
16 
Twenty 
persons are known to have beeu se 
riously injured and 60 others were 
slightly Injured. 
This, however, gives 
no Idea of the extent of the disaster, 
because fireman and others engaged 
in the work of rescue liave been ny 
able to get Any distance within the 
tunnel, owing to the gas fume*. 
The fire spread with great rapidity 
and for a time cries of d litre s ! and 
tin; moans of the dying wore heard 
on all side* hut these 
finally 
were 
silenced, though the crackling of the 
blazing wooden coaches could still be 
heard. 
Barrage of lunies 
The firemen under Colonel in v e rt 
were not prepared for the barrage of 
poisonous fumes which av a ile d them 
a* they ranched the scene. 
Finally 
they succeeded in playing four stream s 
on the last coaches at the Bt. Lazare 
end of the tunnel, hut 
these 
were 
empty and not burning, 
while 
17 
coaches in the center of the tunnel, 
far away from the firemen’s efforts, 
were burning fiercely. 
At no time could they get closer 
tharr 500 feet from the inferno. Never­ 
theless, every now and then a passen­ 
ger with blackened face would come 
straggling out, begging the helpless 
firemen, police and soldiers to enter 
the tunnel and save those dying with­ 
in. 
The minister of public works, M. 


LeTroquer, who wa* early on the w en** 
helping to direct the rescue work, de­ 
scribed ii a* “a vision of heil.” 
An American Red eros* unit was 
am ong the first In the relief work. 
The accident is said to have been due 
to the breaking of an airbrake pipe 
on the first train, and it wa* thought 
that the train following came into col­ 
lision through faulty working of the 
signal*. 
Seventeen of those Injured in the 
tunnel wreck have died in hospital 
agencies, 
according 
lo 
the 
Havas 
Agencies, bringing the total number 
of dead in the tunnel wreck to 33. 
Exploration of the 17 burned cars ha* 
not yet been possible and It I* feared 
that they contain additional victims-

railway Strike on the wage reduction, 
a rail union man high In the councils 
of his brotherhood predicted today.

Is withheld at hts request- hut he is 
a leader of national Importance In the 
union fortes. 
IDs opinion epitomise*

The union leader qualified his fore­ 
cast to provide fur the possibility of a 
strike of shopmen on the Pennsylvania 
system to force that road to grant

The brotherhood seer contended that 
the strong strike votes already polled 
by the shop crafts and the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainm en 
a* well us the 
one which ll is expected the count now 
being made by the four brotherhoods

mean nothing. 
‘ President Lee of Hie trainm en," he 
explained, “ha* said his organization 
will not Htrike unless one or more of 
Hie other brotherhoods Join the move­ 
ment. 
The others will not walk out, 
because their officers have power to 


v e to a strike vote. 
They will do b o ."

Successful chemical drives against 
rodents in Cuba recently predict equal 
success for exterm ination by tile same 
means of the boll weevil and other 
agencies which are seriously dam ag­ 
ing the crops of Hie country. 
War against ail m anner of d estru c ­ 
tive pests will be undertaken by the 
war departm ent, of which the boll 
weevil is perhaps the most dangerous 
to agriculture, while the rodent is 
probably the greatest m enace In the 
cities 
At present the arm y Is w orking on 
a request from R epresentative Philip 
I). Swing, of Im perial Valley, Califor­ 
nia, who hopes to use poison gas to

WITH POISON GAS 


(By United Press) 
Washington, Ort. 6 
The 
Chemical 
Service, which devised deadly gases 
for destroying men during the war, is 
working to produce poisons that will 
rid the country of the boll weevil and 
other pest.**. 
“The developm ents of war m ust he 
the im plements of peace,” Brigadier- 
General Amos A Fries, chief of chem ­ 
ical w arfare of the army, auld in a n ­ 
nouncing tile coming campaign. 
Successful chemical drives against 
rodents in Cuba recently predict equal 
success for exterm ination by the same 
m eans of the boil weevil and other 
agencies which are seriously flailing 
lug tile crops of the country. 
Wui against all ma mi cl of d estru c­ 
tive pests will he undertaken by the 
war departm ent, of which the boll 
weevil Ir perhaps the most dangerous 
to agriculture, while the rodent is 
probably the greatest m enace in the 
cities 
At present the army is working on 
a request from R epresentative Philip 
I). Swing, of Im perial Valley, C alifor­ 
nia. who hopes to use poison gas to 
exterm inate the blackbird pest in that 
community.

Chemical W arfare Service could make 
a poison that would kill some of the 
birds and drive off the others, but that
